MR. BALDWIN'S SPEECH 
AWAITED. 


The Central News Political Correspondent 
wntes:—The sitting of Parliament to-day is 
ant peated with keen interest: tor there can- 
not fail to be a series of very important 
speeches, but when that is granted it remains 
true that no one expects any new face to be 
put on the coal dispute as a result of it. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Mr. Lloyd 
George will be highly critical’ of the Govern- 
ment, and wiil attack Ministers for abandon- 
ing the ideal of a national settlement, which 
Mr. Churchill had in mind during Mr. 
Baldwin's absence. 

Mr. Baldwin's speech is the one to which 
createst interest attaches. He will elaborate 
the Government scheme of September 17, 
which includes the promise of a National 
Arbitration Tribunal to review provisional dis- 
trict settlements where these refer to more 
than seven hours a day, but as the miners 
have turned down this scheme, and the dele- 
gate conference on Wednesday is expécted to 
turn it down anew, it “won not seem likely to 
emerge as practical politics. : 

Mr. Cook’s week-end speeches have given 
the impression that the miners’ leaders are 
u’stracted. and do not know which way to 
turn. There is, of course, an opportunity for 
Mr. Macdonald to intervene if the miners’ 
eaders will give him authority when 
they meet the Parliamentary Labour Execu- 
tive to-day. It would be a striking 
trumph if he could devise a formula for 
saving their faces. There is not much hope, 
however, of such a development. 

The general belief is that the dispute is on 


the eve of collapse, and that in the districts. 


the owners and men will find terms among 
themselves to enable work to be resumed, the 
men being, it is caleulated, all the readier to 
do this since they see that nothing is to be 
gained by waiting. 

MINERS MAY BREAK AWAY. 

The Press Association says:—It is possible 
that Parliament wili be occupied for three 
days as against two davs on the last occasion 
of the renewing of the Regulations. 

Speaking late on Friday night at the 
Memorial Hall, Mr. Cook promised his 
audience that Monday and Tuesday would find 
every Labour member in his or her place in 
the House of Commons taking part in "a 
historic scene.” He described the Commons 
as the sounding board of the nation. 

If the stoppage dracs on much longer public 
opinion will surely come to bear in lacie 
the attitude of the contending parties from 
the adamantine to the practical. Already the 
supplies of foreign coal are proving inade- 
quate, especially in Northern manufacturing 
districts, despite the quantities which are 
being imported from the Continent and 
America. 

A country wearied by futile crises and re- 
carding empty coal cellars could read Friday 
night's letter from the Prime Minister to Mr.

MARSHAL JOFFRE’S TRIBUTE 
TO IRISH SOLDIERS. 


The following is a translation of the 
address which was given by Marshal Joffre 
at the unveiling of the Irish Memorial at 
Guillemont on the 23rd of Augus*:— 

‘‘T am particularly glad that the Minister 
of War should have chosen me to preside at 
the ceremony which brings us together to- 
day at the foot of this memorial; for Ire- 
land, fifty thousand of whose sons yas their 
lives with us in the defence of our just 
cause, 1s an old and faithful friend of France 
In the letter which he wrote to the Minister 
of War, General Hickie recalled the fact that 
for one hundred years an Irish Brigade 
served with honour and glory under ot} 
Standard, ever doing credit to the motto in- 
scribed by the King of France on the banver 
he gave them: ‘Everywhere and Always 
Faithful.’ I wish to recall also the numerous 
officers given to France by Ireland, amoung 
whom was, to my knowledge at least, one 
field-marshal, MacMahon, whose ancestors 
came originally from Limerick. 

“The 16th and 36th Divisions on tiie 
French front, the 10th Division in the terrible 
expedition to the Dardanelles and later in 
Macedonia and Serbia, showed that the 
glorious traditions of Ireland had maintained 
themselves untouched. We rejoice to see 
such memorials as this on our soil. When 
the generations which fought side by side 
have disappeared,. this monument, like that 
which you have just erected at Wytschaete, 
will recall to our descendants our common 
glory and sacrifice. 

‘The children of Ireland who fell “upon 
our soil have been adopted by France as her 
own sons, and she keeps them all together

A message has been received here to the 
effect that the funeral of Commander Darley, 
of H.M.S. Despatch, who was killed in the 
engagement of the Yangtse River on Septem- 
ber 5, and two British seamen, is taking place 
at Hankow this afternoon. 

It is understood that the bodies arrived at 
Hankow on board the Wanhsien. This is 
taken to indicate that both the steamers of 
the Butterfield Company, which were the ob- 
ject of the recent naval action at Wanhsien, 
have been returned.—( Reuter.) i 

Reuter's Agency learns, in British authori- 
tative quarters, that nothing further has been 
received from China of any development in 
the situation there. Concerning the charges 
brought ‘before the League Assembly by the 
Chinese delegate at Geneva, it is felt that so 
far the matter has been adequately dealt with 
by Lord Cecil. The incident can only be re- 
garded as a surprise, if anything at all 
emanating from China can be looked upon in 
that sense.

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In a collision at a.cross-roads between a 
motor cycle and a motor car, near Navan 
on Saturday at noon, the Rev. T. Finn, 
C.C., Johnstown, Co. Meath, was fatally 
injured and two other persons, Mr. J. C. 
Rooney, Baltrasna, Ashbourne, Co. Dublin, 
and a man named Fox, his chauffeur, were 
injured, the latter seriously. 

Father Finn was driving a motor cycle 

from Navan to Johnstown, when at Walters- 
town cross-roads, about five miles outside 
Navan, he collided head-on with an Austin 
saloon motor car, driven by Fox, with the 
owner of the car, Mr. Rooney, as a passenger, 
which came out of a road at right angles to 
him. The force of the impact threw Father 
Finn into the air, and he fell on the ground 
on his head, fracturing, his skull. 
The driver of the motor car was stunned 
by the impact, and lost control of the car, 
which dashed up on the ditch at the side of 
the road and turned over, pinning the two 
occupants underneath. When they were 
rescued from this position, Fox was found 
to be unconscious, suffering from severe in- 
juries to the head and face. Mr. Rooney, 
who had a narrow escape, received only minor 
injuries. 

All were conveyed..by ambulance to the 
County Hospital at Navan. Father Finn 
succumbed to his injuries at 3 a.m. yesterday 
morning without having recovered: conscious- 
ness. Fox regained his senses later in the 
day, and is progressing well. Mr. Rooney 
was discharged from the hospital on Satur- 
day evening. 

The motor cycle was destroyed, and the 
motor car was badly wrecked, 

An inquest will be held on the body of 
Father Finn at Navan at 9.30 this morning.

The Parliamentary Emma of The

Many Conserva- 
tive members fee] that the letter should have 
been more explicit, and should have added 
that this decision was only taken after the 
Government had ascertained that the coal- 
owners would not enter into a three-party 
conference on this basis. It is felt that, in 
their desire to be strictly neutral, the 
Government have beén too chivalrous to the 
owners, and that they have taken on their 
own shoulders a certain amount of odium 
which does not rightly attach to them. 

So far in their published statements the 
Government have not expressed any views 
on the merits of the miners’ proposa's, but 
have contented themselves with recording the 
fact that they do not afford a possible basis 
on which a successful three-party conference 
could be held. Emphasis will be laid on the 
facts that the Prime Minister’s proposal to 
set up a national arbitration tribunal after 
provisional district settlements have been 
made, is now the only definite plan before 
the country, ang that if the miners desire to 
take advantage 6f it, they must do so within 
a reasonable time. 


AN ORGANISED RETREAT.

MR. GILBERT DE LAVAL WILLIS.

DEATH. 


POLICE SEARCHING FOR A CAR 
The efforts of the police to trace the driver 
of the grey motor car that knocked down and 
killed Mrs. Elizabeth Biddle, of Clerkenwell, 
in Pentonville road, London, on Friday, have 
so far been unsuccessful. The search has 
been extended to all the garages in the London 
area, and the police are now anxious that any- 
one who witnessed the accident should com- 
municate with the nearest. police station.

WHERE THE SAVAGE. LEADS. 

Sir William Arbuthnot Lane, President of 
the New Heaith Society, in an address at 
Whitefield’s Tabernacle; London, yesterday 
afternoon, declared that the vast majority of 
ailments and diseasés were quite unnecessary, 
and by simple means could be avoided. 

The so-called “poor, benighted savage’ got 
more out of life than did people who talked 
about him.

Appendicitis and cancer were un- 
known, or hardly to be found, among the 
Zulus, for instance.

PENSIONS.

Sir,—The failure of the Ministers for 
Education and Finance to launch a super- 
annuation scheme for secondary teachers has 
caused acute disappointment to those who are 
interested in educational advancement and to 
those who cherish sound economy. The Free 
State Government claim to have much regard 
for progress in education and to be adepts ir 
the art of economy; yet their acquiescence 
in a policy which keeps aged secondary 
teachers at work in the ane. and makes 
no provision for these teachers when they can 
work no longer, is greatly to be deplored. 
There is little doubt as to the attitude of the 
ublic towards the proposal, if one may judge 
om the insistent demand of the Press, as 
frequently voiced in your columns, and the 
teachers themselves have clamoured again 
and again that justice should be done them. 
One may mall ask’ why, if Northern Ireland 
can provide such a scheme for its secondary 
teach _rs, the Free State should lag behind. 
The Free State took its example from 
Northern Ireland in settling the salaries cf 
secondary teachers, but it has not yet seen 
fit to follow the Northern example in the 
provision of a pension scheme. 
months ago the Minister for Education under- 
took in the Dail to examine carefully into the 
position raised by the claim. The results 
should now enable him to arrange a settle- 
ment with the Minister for Finance. Teachers 
are exasperated at the delay; for they believe 
that, with the exercise of a little good-will, 
an adequate scheme should be immediately 
forthcoming, and they are satished that 
financial considerations should not prove to be 
an insuperable barrier.—Yours, ctc.,

It is a wonder that they have not become 
extir.ct. It is a sad thing that the country- 
side should be thus wantenly and cruelly 
deprived of their beauty and their song. 
sven from the utility point of view the 
farmers should not allow these finches-—some 
of their best friends—to be so ruthlessly 
swept away. 

The goldfinch incessantly make war on 
weeds, consuming immeise quaatit.es of 
thistle, knapweed and othe: seeds; but the 
weeds seem to be protected while the birds 
are on the way to extermination. Rich crops 
of weeds are seen flourishing on all ‘si 
especially ragweed. If one can judge by the 
way in which this flourishes, it must be 
regarded as the most valucd product on many 
farnis. 

s Legal protection for the goidfinches and 
ether such birds ought surely to be extended 
to Co. Wexford, if it has not been already 
done: The Civic Guards are usually quite 
keen in doing their duty in this and other
